Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding the combination 
of Uzoh and Copping is not persuasive since Copping's replenishing tank that utilizes an ionic membrane is also an electrolysis cell and 
the ionic membrane as taught by Copping prevents undesirable contaminates from the anode chamber from entering the cathode 
chamber which is a desirable functionality for the electrolysis cell of Uzoh. Applicant's additional argument regarding the combination of 
Uzoh, Copping and Genders is also not persuasive since both electrolysis and electrodialysis cells can utilize ionic membranes, one 
skilled artisan would have looked at all fields where ionic membranes are being utilized including the electrodialysis field in order to find a 
suitable ionic membrane. 
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
